GAS TAX REVENUES FOR 
APRIL DECLINE FIRST 
TIME IN YEARS 


SACRAMENTO — For the first 
time this year, monthly sales of 
gasoline in California showed a de- 
crease during April, the State Board 
of Equalization reported today. 

On the basis of the distribution of 
146.877,101 gallons of gasoline, the 
tax assessed for April amounted to 
| $4.406.313.03. a loss of 4.88 per cent 
in comparison to the sales of the 
same month of the previous year. 

Inasmuch as other recent months 


have shown gains ranging as high 
as 6.40 per cent, board officials were 
unable to explain the decrease other 
than to presume that supplies pre- 
viously taxed had accumulated dur- 
ing the month. 

The April tax, however, was 
slightly higher than the total of 
$4,316,937.63 reported for the previ- 
ous month. 

Oil companies reporting sales of 
more than 300,000 gallons in April 
were listed by the board with the 
explanation that resale of gasoline 
previously taxed and exempt sales 
to Federal government or in in- 
terstate or foreign commerce ac- 
counted for differences between to- 
tal sales and taxable sales.

YOUTH PROBLEM SUBJECT 
OF SURVEY BEGUN 
BY SRA 


SAN FRANCISCO — Seeking a 
clearer picture of the youth unem- 
ployment problem and at the same 
llme evaluating present methods o: 
education fitting youths for gain- 
ful employment, the State Relief 
Administration and the Adult Edu- 
cation Division of the State Depart- 
ment of Education are asking the 
cooperation of industry, commerce, 
labor and youth. 

Questionnaires are being sent to 
60,000 young adults, from 16 to 25 
years of age, to 10,000 with 20 or 
more employees, and to 1,500 labor 
unions, containing questions which 
it is expected, when marshaled, wil 
give an enlightening survey of one 
of the most perplexing conditions 
facing California today. 

How many unemployed youths, 
ranging in age from 16 to 25 years, 
are there in California? What re- 
quirements does industry set up for 
the people it hires to fill its jobs? 
What percentage were forced to 
leave school because of economic 
conditions before completing their 
planned education? What oppor- 
tunity is ther in industry and com- 
merce tor the thousands of young 
people who are leaving school every 
year anxious to get jobs in an al- 
ready crowded labor market? Have 
scholastic and vocational training 
practices been keyed to the needs 
of industry and the relaities of the 
employment situation? 

These are a few of the questions 
being asked in the questionnaires 
which are expected to reveal the 
youth problem in this state, and 
place in motion the machinery rem- 
edying the condition.

Is Found Dead 


Body Of Man Missing 
Since Saturday Is 
Found In Cabin

Leaf Lake Monday evening. He had. | 
apparently, been dead since Satur- 
lay night. 

Rontain’s body was found by a 
Mr. Wheeler, who had arrived at 
Fallen Leaf Lake Monday and, up- 
the evening that 
Rontain’s boat was not tied at its 
accustomed place, went to his ca- 
bin and called him. 

Receiving no answer, Mr. Wheeler | 
entered the cabin and found Mr. | 
Rontain’s body in bed. The man 
had not been seen since Saturday 
and this leads Coroner A. J. Orelli 
to suspect that he died during Sat- 
urday night. 

The coroner was called Monday 
evening and left at 5 o’clock on 
Tuesday morning for Fallen Leaf 
Lake, finding the circumstances | 
substantially as reported above. 

Rontain was a native of Italy and 
had been employed almost contin- 
uously at the lake for the past 
thirty-five vears, more recently as 
caretaker for a group of homes at 
Fallen Leaf. 

Upon investigation. in which he 
Sheriff George M. 
Smith and Deputy Ralph Jones, 
Coroner Orelli said the death was 
evidently due to natura! causes and 
that it is unlikely a formal inquest 
will be called. |

As tentatively-approved by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, the pro- 
gram provides for the orderly mar- 
keting of Hardy pears in foreign 
markets by several methods. These 
methods include regulation of ship- 
ments by grades and sizes, and if 
needed, the limitation of shipments 
to the quantity of fruit which for- 
eign markets could absorb at rea- 
sonable prices to growers.

TROUBLE FOR RURAL
